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County Board Votes 
To Close Westview

A century-old county tradition of 


providing a place for the destitute, the 
alcoholic, the aged to stay will soon be 
history. 


Westview Home, located seven miles 


north of Lincoln, will be closed by June 
30, and the 16 current residents moved to 
other nursing homes or group homes, the 
County Board decided on a 2-1 vote 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Instead of providing a specific facility 


for the types of people who have general- 
ly been housed in the home, the county 
will provide a staff and a screening 
process to place future people into 
community-based programs. 


As both a poor farm operation and a 


boarding home, Westview has always 
been a catch-all. 


Both Commissioners Jan Gauger and 


Bruce Hamilton, who voted for the 
closing, agreed that today alternative care 
situations exist in the community for 
these people. 


Specific Functions 


There are group homes for the retarded 


and the emotionally disturbed and 
nursing homes for those unable to live 
without closer supervision. 


The two agreed that county tax money 


would be more wisely spent by placing 
clients in community homes rather than 
renovating the 50-year-old building or 
constructing a new Westview. 


One problem does remain, the two 


said. There is no community facility 
specifically designed to handle the long- 
term chronic alcoholic. 


As Good A Job 


But Bob Adams, director of the Lincoln 


Council on Alcoholism and Drugs, con- 
vinced the two commissioners mat other 
area nursing homes could handle these in- 
dividuals as well as Westview has in the 
past. 


Only Commissioner itob Colin dis- 


agreed with a committee recommenda- 
tion that the home be closed. He called 
the recommendation a "put up job" 
because the hand-picked committee of 11 
was stacked with professionals and coun- 
ty employes. 


And Colin detailed a five-year attempt 


by state and local agencies to "discredit 
Westview." 


Jet Crashes, Blows Up 


After a minor roof fire at the home in 


1971, the state fire marshal and State 
Health Department continually required 
the county to meet additional health and 
fire rules. 


Lists Kept Coming 


Every time the board would finish one 


list of required improvements, the state 
agencies would come up with another list 
of deficiencies, Colin pointed out. 


Since 1971, the board has poured $40,- 


000 into the home trying to meet the 
changing rules of state agencies, he said. 


Colin also said that the sewage problem 


at the Westview site "was blown out of 
proportion" and that tests by a private 
lab showed that the water supply was not 
contaminated. 


"I have a deep, soft spot in my heart for 


Westview. At this point I'm not convinced 
that Westview should be closed," he said. 


Friends and relatives of Westview 


residents plus home staff members 
attended both the Monday night public 
hearing and the Tuesday meeting in an ef- 
fort to convince the board to keep the 
home open. 


Never Licensed 


The home, built around 1917, has ap- 


parently never been licensed for any use, 
according to newspaper files. 


The committee studying the home 


found that it would cost from 1325,000 to 
$410,000 to build a new facility on that 
site and up to $450,000 to remodel the 
home so that it met current fire, health 
and safety codes. 


A poor farm has been operated on that 


land since at least 1876, according to 
county records. The current building 
served as the poor farm home between, 
1917 and 1952, when it was changed into a 
nursing home for older residents. 


In other action, the County Board ap- 


proved county-city health department 
standards for auto salvage and junk 
yards. The standards are merely 
guidelines since the county has no legal 
right to enforce them under current state 
laws. 


The boardalso approved $3500 support 


for a summer camping program for disad- 
vantaged youth and renewed an amuse- 
ment license for Hidden Valley Men's 
Golfing Association. 


N. Platte Mother, 17, 
Will Get ADC Funds

U.S. District Judge Robert Van Pelt 


ruled Tuesday- that the Public Welfare 
Department 
unjustly denied ADC 


payments to a 17-year-old mother living 
apart from her parents. 


The North Platte girl is "capable of. 


being a responsible mother and head of 
her own household. The (department) 
should treat her as they would the head of 
any household." Van Pelt said. 


Similar cases must be considered 


separately, he said. 


Van Pelt ordered the department to 


begin making the $210-a-month payments 
directly to the girl. Under court order, 
she had been receiving them through her 
father since Nov. 1. 


The Welfare Department contended 


that ADC payments can be denied to ' 
pregnant minors whose parents are able 
to support them. 


The girl applied to the Lincoln County 


Welfare Board last summer for ADC 
payments, was declared ineligible and 
appealed to state welfare officials. Alan 
thins, public welfare director, declared 


her eligible Sept. 8, but no payments 
came. 


Following an Oct. 22 hearing in North 


Platte, Ihms reversed his decision. 


Van Pelt ruled that state statutes were 


violated when the case was reopened 
following Dims "final order" on Sept. 8. 


Not beginning the payments "was as 


great a violation... as if they had ter- 
minated the payments without proper 
hearing," he said. Van Pelt said the 
department's action was "deprivation of 
property without due process." 


Ewald Warnsholz, Public Welfare 


Department general counsel, said county 
authorities reopened the case because 
Ihms made his first decision "without all 
the facts." 


If that was sOj Van Pelt ruled, the 


department "should have followed 
proper procedures to terminate (the 
payments)." It can still stop payments if 
she becomes ineligible, he said. 


The girl, mother of a six-month-old son, 


was sent to a Lincoln foster home after 
involvement in a criminal matter in Lin- 
coln County last summer. She has since 
moved.

(AP) - An American Airlines jet with 88 
persons aboard crashed into an embank- 
ment at the end of the airport runway 
Tuesday, ripped across a busy highway 
and exploded in flames. 


Hospital authorities said 52 passengers 


and crew members were treated for in- 
juries, leaving 36 persons killed or unac- 
counted for. 


Civil Defense officials reported earlier 


that 47 bodies were removed from the 
wreckage.J>ut it was determined later' 
that some of the body bags used at the 
site contained only portions of badly 
charred victims. 


The survivors were taken to Knud 


Hansen Hospital, the only hospital on St. 
Thomas island. A hospital announcement 
said 19 persons were admitted and two 
were flown by helicopter to Puerto Rico. 
The others were treated and released. 


Three persons on the ground who were 


hit by debris also were treated at the 
hospital. • 


Among those released were the pilot, 


Arthur Bujnowski, 53, of Huntington, 


N.Y., and copilot Don Nestler, 44, from 
Smithtown, N.Y. Bujnowski had several 
bruises but Nestler appeared uninjured. 
Both declined to talk with reporters. 


The plane struck at least seven 


automobiles and smashed into a Shell Oil 
Co. service station and a tavern, a fire of- 
ficial said. Two cars were crushed under 
the smouldering fuselage. 


American Airlines in San Juan, Puerto 


Rico, announced that the Boeing 727 was 
Flight 625 from Providence, R. I., with a 
stop at New York's Kennedy Airport. 
They said the craft carried 81 passengers 
and a crew of seven. 


Federal Aviation Administration of- 


ficials in Atlanta, Ga., said the plane ap- 
parently touched down too late on the 
runway at Harry S. Truman Airport and 
then applied power but was unable to 
become airborne. 


Two survivors who were badly burned 


were flown by a U.S. Coast Guard 
helicopter to San Juan for treatment. 


Richard Rigden of New Canaan, Conn., 


who survived the crash with his wife, Sal- 
ly, said, "I felt like we didn't get down 


soon enough. We didn't touch ground un- 
til we were even with the terminal. Then 
I heard the engines roar as if he were 
trying to hold her straight. The next thing 
I knew we were crashing into the 
buildings."

Uninjured survivors were taken to two 


St. Thomas hotels. 


Police cordoned off the crash site and 


set up floodlights to continue the search 
for victims. 


Many of the passengers were coming 


here for St. Thomas' two-week carnival 
— a nonreligious celebration marking the 
pause between the harvesting and 
planting of sugar cane. 


The Skyward, one of seven cruise ships 


docked here for the carnival, delayed its 
sailing plans when passengers 
volunteered to donate blood. 


Other planes continued to land on the 


5,000-foot runway that one fire depart- 
ment official said "is extremely short and 
they know it is critically dangerous." The 
weather was warm and clear at the time 
of the midafternoon accident. 
, The airport has mountains on three 


sides and planes make their approach 
from the sea. 


Witnesses said the jet left the runway 


and hit an embankment about four feet 
high. The tail section npped away and 
turned over while the fuselage skidded 
several hundred yards farther with the 
nose smashing into a palm tree. 


A huge ball of flame shot hundreds of 


feet into the air. Heavy black smoke 
enveloped the wreckage and survivors 
who were thrown out or leaped from 
emergency exits appeared through the 
haze. 


A girl in her 20s said, "I tried to open 


our door and couldn't. A man on the 
other side got his door open and I ran out. 
I found my friend and we ran up the hill. 
Thank God I'm alive." Her hair was 
singed. 


A man identified only as Turnbull, who 


owns the First Chance Bar, said all his 
patrons escaped. An attendant at the ser- 
vice station said, "I saw it coming, I took 
off running " He added he did not know 
what happened to the other attendant on 
dutv. 


Win In Pennsylvania 
Gives Carter Boost

Philadelphia (AP) - Jimmy Carter 


swept to victory in the Pennsylvania 
presidential primary election Tuesday 
night, stopping the Democrats who had 
tried to stop him, and gaining new 
momentum in his front running campaign 
for White House nomination. 


The former Georgia governor told 


cheering supporters the triumph means 
"We're going to win, win on the first 
ballot/' 


Carter was gaining 35 per cent of the 


popular vote in Pennsylvania's presiden- 
tial preference leection. Returns were 
tallied slowly in the separate competition 
for delegates. 


The carry delegate count showed Carter 


supporters leading in that phase of the 
primary, too. But the figures were in- 
conclusive, and the outcome will not be 
clear for days. 


While Carter said he had swept aside 


every possible obstacle in his path, there 
remained the looming figure of Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, who skipped the 
primaries. 


Humphery, in Washington, said, "I 


want to see the Democratic party win. If 
Jimmy Carter can win. I'm not going to 
try to stop him at all." 


Carter beat Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 


Washington, with Rep. Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona running third. The Georgian won 
over the opposition of organized labor 
and a lineup of Democratic leaders, who 
put together a stop-Carter movement in 
an acknowledged effort to slow him and 
keep the race open for a late Humphrey 
entry. 


That hasn't been foreclosed. But Carter 


will be more difficult to head off now. He 
has won seven of the first nine primaries, 
and he is the only candidate entered in all 
the rest. 


President Ford, unopposed on the 


Republican ballot in Pennsylvania, said 
in Longview, Tex., he thought a Penn- 
sylvania victory would make Carter the 
Democratic nominee. 


Carter led almost everywhere. He 


trailed only in Philadelphia, where union 
and organization support helped 
Jackson most. 


These were the figures with 61 per cent 


of the 9,638 precincts counted: 


Carter 282,046 or 35 per cent 
Jackson 218,651 or 27 per cent 


Udall 155,979 or 19 per cent. 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace 83,- 


559 or 10 per cent. 


Pennsylvania Gov. Milton J. Shapp. 


Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana, and Fred R. 
Harris, all campaign dropouts, and an- 
tiabortion candidate Ellen McCormack 
shared the rest of the vote. 


There was no Republican contest 


because Ronald Reagan skipped Penn- 
sylvania to make his stand in more 
promising conservative territory. He and 
Ford meet next in Texas on Saturday. 


In the separate delegate competition, 


which Jackson had said he would win, 33 
per cent of the precincts had been 
counted. Would-be delegates committed 
to Carter led for 53 seats, uncommitted 
for 42, Jackson for 19, Shapp for 23, Uall 
for 16, Wallace for 1. 


Pennsylvania Democrats will have 178 


votes at the national convention. 


Carter said his goal was to have at least 


1.000 delegates by the end of the primary 
season on June 8. It will take 1,505 to 
choose a nominee, and if Carter has that 
many by early June, he will be the com- 
manding ifeader for nomination. 


"We've just completed the first phase 


of the presidential campaign of 1976 in 
Pennsylvania by wiping out every possi- 
ble obstacle in my way," he told his sup- 
porters in Philadelphia "... We're going 
to win. win on the first ballot. We're No. 1 
now and we're going to stay No. 1." 


He didn't mention Humphrey. But 


earlier in the day. campaigning in 
Newark. N J, Carter had said Democrats 
"might be committing political suicide" 
if they chose a presidential nominee who 
had not participated in the primaries. 


Jackson said he was disappointed, had 


thought he could win the preference vote. 
"This slows down our course to the White 
House." he said. "... We simply did not 
get our message across." 


The Washington senator said he has 


decided to change his campaign tactics, 
to drop political gimmickry and spend his 
time talking about his positions. 


Udall said he was disappointed, too. 


But he said he wasn't quitting, that 
"we're in this thing all the way." His 
campaign is in dire financial straits, 
saddled with debts run up to finance the 
Pennsylvania campaign.

Amon g those released were the pilot, 
Arthu r Bu jn owski, 53, of Hu n tin gton , 


N.Y., an d copilot Don Nestler, 44, from 
Smithtown , N.Y. Bu jn owski had sev eral 
bru ises bu t Nestler appeared u n in ju red. 
Both declin ed to talk with reporters.

Federal Av iation Admin istration of­ 
ficials in Atlan ta, Ga., said the plan e ap­ 
paren tly tou ched down too late on the 
ru n way at Harry S. Tru man Airport an d 
then applied power bu t was u n able to 
become airborn e. 
Two su rv iv or^ who were badly bu rn ed 
were flown by a U.S. Coast Gu ard 
helicopter to San Ju an for treatmen t.

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Pope Names 79 New Cardinals 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope Paul VI 


reached out to six continents Tuesday and 
named 19 new cardinals, including 
Archbishop William Baum of Washington, 
D.C , a fighter against racism. The pontiff's 
action made the body that elects popes 
younger and more representative of the 
Roman Catholic Church in the Third 
World 


It also fueled speculation that the next 


pope might be a non-Italian. 


Pope Paul, in calling the fifth consistory 


of his 13-year reign, also selected two ad- 
ditional new cardinals but kept their names 
secret. In the past the Pope has held the 
names of prelates "in pectore" - in his 
breast — because they lived in Communist 
countries. 


The selection of Archbishop Baum, a 49- 


year-old Texan, gives the United States, a 
country of more than 48 million Roman 
Catholics, 12 members in the Sacred 
College of Cardinals. This is the biggest 
U.S representation ever, although three of 
the cardinals are retired and one is over 80 
and ineligible to vote in a conclave for a 
new pope. 


In his first homily in Washington in 1973, 


Archbishop Baum said, "The Church, 
notably in our own nation and its capital 
... clearly must do battle with racism and 
with all other forces which threaten human 
life and dignity." 


The new cardinals officially will be 


elevated, to the purple in a closed door 
••secreiconsistory" at the Vatican on May 
24. ". 


ThHPppe, who has been stressing the 


Church's missionary role, named cardinals 
from Sk continents — four from Africa, 
five fflta North and South America, two 


from Asia, seven from Europe and one 
from New Zealand, Oceania. 


For the first time ever there are car- 


dinals from the Dominican Republic, 
Senegal, Uganda and Nigeria. 


The new elevations increased the college 


from 117 to 136, falling short of the record 
145 reached at the Pope's last consistory 
three years ago. Of these, 113 are under 80 
and eligible to vqte for a pope. 


The Italians drew three cardinals, 


making their number 36, still the largest 
group but down from 41 three years ago. 
The United States is next with 12. 


Technically there are 13 American car- 


dinals, since Archbishop Lnis Aponte Mar- 
tinez of San Juan is a U.S. citizen. But he is 
a member of the Latin American Episcopal 
Conference and is considered Latin 
American by the Vatican. 


Another characteristic of the new group 


is that a majority —13 of 19 — have 
pastoral duties in dioceses as opposed to 
working in the Curia, the Vatican's central 
administration. 


The average age of the new group is 


slightly over 60, about the same as the 30 
named by Pope Paul in 1973 in a consistory 
that gave the College of Cardinals a more 
youthful look. 


Three new cardinals are over 70, but two 


are in their 40s, including the 47-year-old 
archbishop of Manila, Jaime L. Sin, who 
will be the youngest member of the 
college. Archbishop Baum at 49 is second 
youngest of the new group. 


Poland's Boleslav Filipiak, dean of the 


Vatican's Rota Tribunal that deals in 
matrimonial matters, at 75 is the oldest, 
and also the only one not yet named a 


bishop. He will be ordained a bishop at the 
same time he becomes cardinal. 


The new cardinals include Laszlo Lekai, 


archbishop of Esztergom and primate of 
Hungary who Pope Paul named to succeed 
the late Jozsef Cardinal Mindszenty. 


Another new cardinal, Basil Hume, 


archbishop of Westminster, succeeded the 
late John Cardinal Heenan. 


The others named were: 
Octavio Antonio Beras Rojas, archbishop 


of Santo Domingo, Dominican Republic. 


Juan Carlos Aramburu, archbishop of 


Buenos Aires, Argentina. 


Corrado Bafile, an Italian, former nuncio

Hyacinthe Thiandoum, archbishop of 


Dakar, Senegal. 


Emmanuel Nsubuga, archbishop of 


Kampala, Uganda. 


Archbishop Joseph Schoeffer, a German, 


secretary of the congregation on Catholic 
education. 


Lawrence Trevor Picachy, archbishop of 


Calcutta, India. 


Aloisio Lorscheider, archbishop of For- 


taleza, Brazil.

Kissinger Vows U.S. Opposition To White Rule In Rhodesia 


KINSHASA, Zaire (AP) - Stu- 


dent demonstrations forced the 
cancellation Tuesday of Henry 
A. Kissinger's planned visit to 
Ghana, American officials said. 
The seeretary of state flew from 
Zambia to Zaire on his two-week 
goodwill mission to black Africa. 


ID a major policy speech in 


Zambia,, Kissinger vowed 
"unrelenting opposition" by the 
United States to Prime 
Minister Ian Smith's white 
minority government in 
Rhodesia. Smith, in turn, ac- 
cused Kissinger of "condemning 
us from a preconceived stance." 


The cancellation of Kissinger's 


visit to Ghana was attributed to 
an illness of the bead of state, 
Col. Ignatius Acheampong, ac- 
cording to the cable from the 
U.S. Ambassador in Ghana, 
Shirley Temple Black. 


But U.S. officials traveling 


with Kissinger charged that 
Soviet diplomats in Accra, 


Ghana, provoked the student 
protests. 


"We know for a fact that the 


Soviets have been agitating with 
the Ghanaian government and 
with Ghanaian students over the 
visit," one said. He added that a 
formal protest to Moscow was 
being contemplated. 


Robert I. Funseth, State 


Department press officer, said, 
"We regret that the visit has 
been canceled. I would note that 
American policy in Africa is 
based on permanent interests 
and is not affected by such in- 
dividual actions." 


The Soviet news agency Tass 


reported Tuesday from the Tan- 
zanian capital of Dar es Salaam 
that Kissinger's African tour was 
proceeding "in an unfavorable 
atmosphere." It said the 
secretary's 
assertion that 


Africans should settle African 
problems "had a hollow ring" in 
view of U.S. Senate in- 


vestigations into covert 
American activities in Africa. 


Kissinger was to have been in 


Ghana Thursday and Friday as 
part of his seven-nation tour. 
Nigeria called off a scheduled 
stop there before Kissinger left 
Washington on Friday. 


Several hundred dancers 


swaying to the rhythm of drums 
welcomed Kissinger to Kinshasa 
and they appeared to brighten 
his spirits. 


In bis arrival speech the 


secretary said a major problem 
for Africa was the attempt by 
"external powers" to divide the 
continent into hostile blocs. 


He is to meet Wednesday with 


President Mobutu Sese Seko. 


Kissinger, in his speech in

Promising that this was the final effort 


to formulate a water rate combining equity 
and revenue-preducing capability, city of- 
ficials Monday adopted a revised schedule 
under which residential customers would 
subsidize non-residential customers to a 
lessSr degree than under the previous plan. 


Alternate "ZZ" - which replaces the 


water rate plan passed 4-3 last week, called 
Alternate Z — was adopted Monday night 
by a unanimous vote of the council. Mayor 
Boosalis approved of Plan ZZ. She said she 
would have vetoed Plan Z had it not been 
reconsidered and changed. 


Under the week-old Plan Z, residential 


customers, who use 53.7% of the water, 
would have picked jup 60.5% of the cost. 
Under Plan ZZ, residential customers will 
pay 55.4% of the cost. It was estimated the 
newest water rates will produce some $4.96 
million in revenue annually, just short of 
the $5 million the water department says it 
needs to maintain and expand the system. 


Plan ZZ at first glance appears to be 


better, more equitable, than Alternate Z — 
andMjncolnites should at least feel more 


comfortable about the conditions under 
which it was devised. 


Plan Z, which replaced the year-old 


rates resting on a base demand formula, 
was the creature of a four-member council 
majority (Dick Baker, Steve Cook, Max 
Denney and Bob Sikyta) and the Lincoln 
Chamber of Commerce. Finishing touches 
were put on that plan at a private luncheon 
meeting April 16 and it was adopted 4-3 the 
following Monday. 


A question has been raised about 


whether or not the private meeting was a 
violation of the state open meetings law. If 
the letter of the law wasn't violated its in- 
tent was and a determination is in order. 


Public outcry against that method of 


doing business was most deserved. 


The latest plan, a compromise, was 


worked out by all council members and the 
administration Monday. As we said before, 
it looks to be a more equitable rate 
schedule. 


We'll reserve final judgment pending a 


test of time, but at least it would appear 
that in finally revising the water rates, all 
cards were dealt from the top of the deck. 


Guarding Against Abuse 


Part I of the Senate Select Committee 


on Intelligence report was released Mon- 
day and it outlined recommendations for 
oversight and management of the U.S. in- 
telligence community's foreign operations, 
including restrictions on covert operations 
abroad and an absolute ban on assassina- 
tion. Controversy has already flared over 
the contents of the report, with some head- 
in-the-sand conservatives maintaining that 
any substantial efforts toward effective 
congressional monitoring of CIA and 
military intelligence activities would en- 
danger national security. 


That kind of attitude, in our opinion, is 


dangerous, more dangerous man healthy 
skepticism about intelligence activities and 
active interest in keeping an eye on them. 
Because if the stone is left unturned for too 
long, if there is no interest in keeping 
secret agencies in check, if responsibility 
for monitoring is denied on some flimsy or 
ill-defined national security pretext, all 
forms of abuses, illegal and immoral, are 
. possible. Experience has taught us that

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We believe, along with Sen. Frank 


Church, the committee's chairman, that 
this nation does not have to descend to the 
level of its adversaries in order to protect 
its own security. 


Part n of the report is due yet this 


week. It deals with me domestic activities 
of the secret agencies and will be the most 
important to Americans. 


It is the abuse of power at home by the 


secret agencies — especially the use of 
them for political purposes — which poses 
the gravest threat to our national security. 
We look forward to the Senate committee's 
recommendations in that area. 


The various investigations into the in- 


telligence area have been disappointing in 
some regards but generally welcome. We 
can't say as yet whether they will be 
productive. 


But one thing we can say for certain: 


Any efforts to guard against the abuse of 
power by shadowy government agencies 
and to protect the citizen's rights are in the 
best traditions of America.

The Nebraska Liquor Control Commission 


recently granted a local restaurant a license to 
sell beer.

itself, we think this new complexity signaled by 
the commission's action is worth a comment. 
We recognize there are divergent views on the 
question of limitation, and many support it for 
vastly different reasons.

Twenty-five states have 
no special statutory provisions, and this includes 
Nebraska. Twelve states control by city popula- 
tion and four states by county population. Five 
states control tbe on-sale licenses by city pop- 
Nation and then tbe off-sale stores are state- 
owned. 


Of those states which control by city pop- 


ulation. the survey said, "Lincoln. Nebraska, 
currently has nine more liquor licenses than the 
average number of licenses if Lincoln were 
located in one of these twelve states." 


Lincoln currently has one license per 1,217 


people, while the average of these 12 states is 
one license per 1.300, according to the survey.

Capital Crime 


WASHINGTON - Yesterday I went to a memorial service 


for my friend and neighbor, Robert Bailey, a 35-year-old 
research economist for the Federal Trade Commission who was 
killed while carrying home a bag of groceries. He lived on 
Capitol Hill in Washington, D.C., only three blocks from the 
U.S. Capitol. He was shot in the back of the head, apparently as 
he tried to walk away from two teenagers who had demanded 
money. 


We were waiting for Bob that night at a meeting of our 


neighborhood association's public safety committee. Early in 
the meeting, we heard that he had been shot. As we talked we 
could bear the police helicopters hovering overhead, their 
searchlights probing our streets and alleys. Just before the 
meeting ended, we learned that Bob was dead.

Last month at Washington Cathedral, Canon Jeffrey Cave 


said the nation's capital had become "a human slaughterhouse 
of crime" and warned bicentennial visitors about coming here. 
At a press conference two days later, D. C. Police Chief Maurice 
Cullinane insisted that "the city of Washington is a very safe 
city" and cited statistics showing that serious crime dropped 
17% in the first three months of 1976 compared to the same 
period last year. 


But what good are statistics when people are afraid? Last 


year at a "Human Kindness Day" festival near the Washington 
Monument, 468 persons were robbed and 21 persons assaulted, 
including one man who lost an eye. I know a woman who works 
with street gangs who says, "When the bicentennial visitors 
arrive, it's going to make Human Kindness Day look like a Sun- 
day school picnic." 


In my neighborhood on Capitol Hill, which is far from 


having the highest crime rate in the city, we put bars on our win' 
dows to keep burglars out. We buy watch dogs. We are hesitant 
to go out alone at night This is only a 10-minute walk from the 
nation's Capitol. 


We are not buying guns or organizing vigilante patrols, but 


are working for changes in the laws and procedures that allow so 
many defendants to be released pending trial, when they often 
commit more crimes. We have organized a Robert Bailey 
Memorial All-Star Basketball Game, to be Mowed by summer 
basketball clinics for neighborhood teenagers. We are starting a 
summer job bank, organizing clean-up projects, holding a 
potluck supper in the park. 
' 


Will any of this work? We do not know. We are trying to get 


to know each other, as neighbors and friends, to care for each 
other and work together on common problems. We all want to 
be better neighbors than we are. We want to make this a good 
place to live and work as well as to visit. If we cannot come 
together here — of all places — in peace and safety, after 200 
years, then where are we?

the old two-to-seven idea: 
You're going to serve at least 
two years and up to seven, 
depending on how yon behave 
while you're in. 


There are a lot of things wrong 


with that, not the least of which 
is that it is almost impossible to 
apply impartially, an argument 
that seems to have been much 
on the minds of the fund com- 
mittee members. Race, 
economic standing, geographic 
location, and the temperament 
and inclination of the judge and 
parole officer frequently have a 
good deal to say about both the 
stiffness of the original sentence 
and the length of time actually 
served. 


But that isn't all of it by a long 


shot. Overcrowded prisons have 
got parole officers pushing peo- 
ple through the system at such a 
rate that offenders frequently

Promising that this was the final effort 
to formulate a water rate combining equity 
and rev enue-producing capability , city of­ 
ficials Monday adopted a rev ised schedule 
under which residential customers would 
subsidize non-residential customers to a 
lesser degree than under the prev ious plan. 
Alternate “ ZZ” — which replaces the 
water rate plan passed 4-3 last week, called 
Alternate Z — was adopted Monday night 
by a unanimous v ote of the council. May or 
Boosalis approv ed of Plan ZZ. She said she 
would hav e v etoed Plan Z had it not been 
reconsidered and changed. 


Under the week-old Plan Z, residential 
customers, who use 53.7% of the water, 
would hav e picked up 60.5% of the cost. 
Under Plan ZZ, residential customers will 
pay 55.4% of the cost. It was estimated the 
newest water rates will produce some $4.96 
million in rev enue annually , just short of 
the $5 million the water department say s it 
needs to maintain and ex pand the sy stem. 
Plan ZZ at first glance appears to be 
better, more equitable, than Alternate Z — 
and Lincolnites should at least feel more 


comfortable about the conditions under 
which it was dev ised. 
Plan Z, which replaced the y ear-old 
rates resting on a base demand formula, 
was the creature of a four-member council 
majority (Dick Baker, Stev e Cook, Max 
Denney and Bob Siky ta) and the Lincoln 
Chamber of Commerce. Finishing touches 
were put on that pian at a priv ate luncheon 
meeting April 16 and it was adopted 4-3 the 
following Monday . 
A question has been raised about 
whether or not the priv ate meeting was a 
v iolation of the state open meetings law. If 
the letter of the law wasn’t v iolated its in­ 
tent was and a determination is in order. 
Public outcry against that method of 
doing business was most deserv ed. 
The latest plan, a compromise, was 
worked out by all council members and the 
administration Monday . As we said before, 
it looks to be a more equitable rate 
schedule. 
We ll reserv e final judgment pending a 
test of time, but at least it would appear 
that in finally rev ising the water rates, all 
cards were dealt from the top of the deck. 


Guarding Against Abuse 


Part I of the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence report was released Mon­ 
day and it outlined recommendations for 
ov ersight and management of the U.S. in­ 
telligence community ’s foreign operations, 
including restrictions on cov ert operations 
abroad and an absolute ban on assassina­ 
tion. Controv ersy has already flared ov er 
the contents of the report, with some head- 
m-the-sand conserv ativ es maintaining that 
any substantial efforts toward effectiv e 
congressional monitoring of CIA and 
military intelligence activ ities would en­ 
danger national security . 
That kind of attitude, in our opinion, is 
dangerous, more dangerous than healthy 
skepticism about intelligence activ ities and 
activ e interest in keeping an ey e on them. 
Because if the stone is left unturned for too 
long, if there is no interest in keeping 
secret agencies in check, if responsibility 
for monitoring is denied on some flimsy or 
ill-defined national security pretex t, all 
forms of abuses, illegal and immoral, are 
possible. Ex perience has taught us that. 


We believ e, along with Sen. Frank 
Church, the committee’s chairman, that 
this nation does not hav e to descend to the 
lev el of its adv ersaries in order to protect 
its own security . 
Part II of the report is due y et this 
week. It deals with the domestic activ ities 
of the secret agencies and will be the most 
important to Americans. 
It is the abuse of power at home by the 
secret agencies — especially the use of 
them for political purposes — which poses 
the grav est threat to our national security . 
We look forward to the Senate committee’s 
recommendations in that area. 
The v arious inv estigations into the in­ 
telligence area hav e been disappointing in 
some regards but generally welcome. We 
can’t say as y et whether they will be 
productiv e. 
But one thing we can say for certain: 
Any efforts to guard against the abuse of 
power by shadowy gov ernment agencies 
and to protect the citizen’s rights are in the 
best traditions of America.

WASHINGTON - Yesterday I went to a memorial serv ice 
for my friend and neighbor, Robert Bailey , a 35-y ear-old 
research economist for the Federal Trade Commission who was 
killed while carry ing home a bag of groceries. He liv ed on 
Capitol Hill in Washington, D.C., only three blocks from the 
U.S. Capitol. He was shot in the back of the head, apparently as 
he tried to walk away from two teenagers who had demanded 
money . 


We were waiting for Bob that night at a meeting of our 
neighborhood association’s public safety committee. Early in 
the meeting, we heard that he had been shot. As we talked we 
could hear the police helicopters hov ering ov erhead, their 
searchlights probing our streets and alley s. J ust before die 
meeting ended, we learned that Bob was dead.

Last month at Washington Cathedral, Canon J effrey Cav e 
said the nation’s capital had become “ a human slaughterhouse 
of crime” and warned bicentennial v isitors about coming here. 
At a press conference two day s later, D. C. Police Chief Maurice 
Cullinane insisted that “ the city of Washington is a v ery safe 
city " and cited statistics showing that serious crime dropped 
17% in the first three months of 1976 compared to the same 
period last y ear. 
But what good are statistics when people are afraid? Last 
y ear at a “ Human Kindness Day ” festiv al near the Washington 
Monument, 468 persons were robbed and 21 persons assaulted, 
including one man who lost an ey e. I know a woman who works 
with street gangs who say s, “ When the bicentennial v isitors 
arriv e, it’s going to make Human Kindness Day lode Uke a Sun­ 
day school picnic.”

In my neighborhood on Capitol Hill, which is far from 
hav ing the highest crime rate in the city , we put bars on our win­ 
dows to keep burglars out.

We are not buy ing guns or organizing v igilante patrols, but 
are working for changes in the laws and procedures that allow so 
many defendants to be released pending trial, when they often 
commit more crimes. We hav e organized a Robert Bailey 
Memorial AU-Star Basketball Game, to be followed by summer 
basketball cUnics for neighborhood teenagers. We are starting a 
summer job bank, organizing clean-up projects, holding a 
potluck supper in the park. 


Will any of this work? We do not know. We are try ing to get 
to know each other, as neighbors and friends, to care for each 
other and work together on common problems. We all want to 
be better neighbors than we are. We want to make this a good 
place to liv e and work as well as to v isit. U we cannot come 
together here — of all places — in peace and safety , after 200 
y ears, then where are we?

Powell and Blackmun nevertheless agreed to up- 


hold the conviction of Charles Hampton of St Louis, 
who testified that a government informer supplied 
him with heroin which he sold to undercover nar- 
cutKs agents 


Justices William J Brennan Jr, Potter Stewart 


and Thurgood Marshall dissented, saying the govern- 
ment was "doing nothing less than buying contra- 
band from itself through an intermediary and jailing 
the intermediary " 


Speaking for the three justices who signed the 


courts plurality opinion, Justice William H

'If the police engage in illegal activity in concert 


with j defendant beyond the scope of th«ir duties, 
the remedv lies, not in freeing the equally culpable 
defendant, but in prosecuting the polite, Rehnquist 
said 


Joining him in the opinion were Chief Justice 


Warren E Burger and Justice Byron R White 


The decision in the-eontraband case marked an 


extension of a doctrine which the court established 
in 1973, when it upheld the conviction of a man who 
had been supplied by government agents with a 


legally obtainable chemical died in thb'manufacture 
of illegal drugs 


In that 5 to 4 dediion, the justices in the majority 


' were the same ones who voted to uphold Hampton's 
conViction They left open in 1973 the possibility that 
conduct of law enforcement officers in some future 
case imghT be "so outrageous" that it would require 
reversing a conviction on constitutional grounds 
, Attorneys for Hampton argued that his was' such a 
case, particularly since he, was supplied; not with a 
legaf substance, but with an illegal drug 


The Supreme Court disagreed 
The three justices in the plurality said, the 1973 


decision had "ruled out the possibility that the 


defense of entrapment could ever be based upon 
governmental misconduct in a case, such as this one 
where the predisposition of the defendant to commit 
,the crime was established," 


Powell and Bldckmun said they did not interpret 


the 1973 ruling so broadly and felt the court need not 
dei ide that question anyway They said the distinc- 
tion between an illegal drug and a legal substance 
used to mate an illegal drug was a> "distinction 
without a difference 
1 The two justices also said that discussion of 
whether a person is predisposed to commit a crime 
"often seems to overlook the fact that there may be 
widely varying degrees of criminal involvement " 


Washington - The Supreme Court un- 


animouslv upheld Tuesday the right of an Indian 
tribe to go to federal court rather than a state 
court to challenge taxes that a state seeks to im- 
pose on Indians and Indian-owned property in a 
reservation 


The ruling came in a case involving 


challenges by the Confederated Salish and 
Kootenai Tribes of the Flathead Reservation in 
Montana to the states personal property and 
cigarette sales taxes and to the vendor-Hcensmg 
^tatute 


On the merits of the tnbes challenges the 


court held that Montana may not tax either per- 
•-onal propert) located on Jhe reservation or 
cigarette sales on theresenation by Indians to In- 
dians and that it mav not impose a vendor 
licensing fee on an Indian conducting a cigarette 
business for the tribe on the reservation 


The court however upheld the states power 


to tax cigarette sales on tne reservation by In- 
dians to non Indians 


On each issue the court s ruling affirmed that 


of the lower federal court that had first con- 
"idered the matter The state had appealed the 
portions of tne lower court ruling striking down 
taxes, the tribe had appealed the portion up- 


holding the other taxes 


Tuesday's ruling is the latest in a long series 


of Supreme Court decisions involving taxation of 
Indians and their property 


Generally, the court has held that states do 


not have jurisdiction to impose taxes on Indians 
on Indian property within a federally established 
reservation unless the federal government has 
consented to such taxation 


The court's ruling on the merits of Tuesday s 


case followed this pattern The opinion written 
bv Justice William H Rehnquist, cited several 
earlier decisions and especially a 1973 ruling 
barring state income taxes on income earned 
exclusively on the reservation A federal law 
prohibits federal district courts from enjoining 
state taxes "where a plain speedy and efficient 
remedy is available in state courts This has 
been interpreted to allow exemptions for certain 
suits bv the federal government Another federal 
la* gnes federal district courts jurisdiction over 
cml suits brought b\ tnbes under the Constitu- 
tion federal law or treaties

The court reasoned, basically, that since the 


United States could have brought the same 
challenges that the tribes did in Tuesday s case 
the tribes were not barred from the federal 
courts

ficials revealed evidence apparently contradicting

The jury of aght women and four men 


deliberated 6Vz hours before acquitting the 27- 
\ear-old house jSainter of participating in the $15,- 
000 robbery of a suburban bank 


Because a woman customer was killed during 


the robbery conviction could have meant life in 
Dnson 


Only minutes before the verdict, officials said 


that Emily Toback, a San Francisco masseuse 
who testified she was with Soliah the night before 
and the night after the robbery, may have been 
visiting Folsom Prison the day of the holdup — 
April 2;, 1975 
' 


Folsom prison is only about 10 miles from the .*- 


bank in suburban Carraichael, which was robbed 
shortly after 9 a m State officials said prison 
records showed a person named Emily Toback 
signed in at 9 3.0 a ra, and out at 2 30 p m that 
day. 


Miss Toback had testified she went to a college 


physics class in San Francisco, 95 miles from the 
bank, tie day of the robbery She said Soliah was 
with her at her home the night before and the 
night after the robbery^ but she couldn't 
remember if he had been there when she left that 
morning. 


Miss Toback, who was sitting in Jhe front row 


when the verdict was read, said, "that'i 
erroneous" when asked about the prison report 


It could not be learned if prosecutors would 


seek perjury charges against her 


The jury, which started deliberations Monday 


evening was unaware of the revelations about 
Miss Toback.

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OW Man Says Pine Ridge Hasn'f Changed 


7973... AIM man stood guard at Wounded Knee.AP 


WOUNDED KNEE, S D (AP) - 


An old Indian man thought about how 
his life had changed since militant 
braves occupied his historic village 
three years ago 


The only difference, he decided, 


was 20 miles Since the trading post 
burned down in the 71-day confronta- 
tion with federal marshals, he and his 
neighbors have had to drive 20 miles 
further for groceries 


Otherwise, he said, things on the 


two million-acre Pine Ridge Reserva- 
tion are pretty much the same 


The poverty, unemployment and 


dissatisfaction with the Bureau of In- 
dian Affairs (BIA) that Mowers of 
the American Indian Movement were 
protesting when they took over 
Wounded Knee still plague the 11,000 
residents of the reservation 


There are signs of hope — a new 


school a drop in joblessness — but 
many of the problems remain 


"Many non-Indian residents felt the 


occupation was going to make an im- 
pression on Congress so it would do 
something for Indian people on the 
reservation But that didn't happen 
Instead of improving, it just created a 
hardship," said the old man who did 
not want his name to be used. 


Albert Tnmble, 47, a former BIA 


superintendent who recently took of- 
fice as tnbal chairman, said "The 
majority of the people on the reserva- 
tion aren't enjoying life People have a 
right to live life free from threats, 
coercion and intimidation " 


The shooting deaths of two FBI 


agents last June, the bombing of 
bureau offices at Pine Ridge in Oc- 
tober and reports of 276 violent crimes 
since July have forced the BIA to 
spend more money on law enforce- 
ment The budget has climbed from 
$400,000 in fiscal 1973 to $900,000 this 
year 


The BIA police force has jumped 


from a temporary squad in 1972 to 58 
full-time people today The FBI has 26 
agents stationed at nearby Rapid City 


"The violence brought an awareness 


of the need for more law enforcement, 
but I don't think law enforcement is 
the only answer," said Frank 
Lawrence of the United Sioux Tribes, 
a business and political organization of 
tnbal chairmen "Just the fact that 
the FBI and federal marshals were in 
here created quite a few problems for 
communities" 


Sen James Abourezk, D-S D, says 


Indians don't have enough votes to 
win any significant changes through 
Congress 


"The only effect of the occupation 


that I can see on Congress is a vague 
awareness that something is wrong in 
Indian country," be said 


U S Rep James Abdnor, whose dis- 


trict covers the reservation in 
southwestern South Dakota, said 
"The conditions of the Indian people 
remain relatively the same as before 
the occupation " 


On the positive side, the BIA says 


complaints against the police depart- 
ment have dropped from five a week 
in July to two or three a month There 
is a new school at Wanblee, and new 
homes 


There are three new, although 


small, industries, including an elec- 
tronic components plant which 
employes 18 persons at Manderson 


The reservation's unemployment 


rate has dropped from 53 per cent in 
1971 to 35 per cent The state average 
is 5 percent 


A total of $33 million in federal 


funds goes into Pine Ridge each year, 
but much of it is lost in bureaucratic 
red tape About $12 million this year is 
funneled through the BIA, including 
$4 million for education 


The BIA budget increased $3 million 


in the past three years, but the total 
federal funding for the Oglala Sioux 
reservation has remained about the 
same 


"There really emerge two 


diametrically opposed 
political 


philosophies," said Bill Cuny, a 


teacher and Pine Ridge businessman 
"One says that by virtue of the 
treaties, the government owes us a 
living, 
on the other side of the spec- 


trum are people who say I want to 
make it on my own A lot of the 
violence is family squabbles, blown 
out of proportion," he said 


The government is beginning to 


spread out new homes being built on 
the reservation after an Interior 
Department report indicated that 
cluster-type housing led to more 
drinking and fighting among 
neighbors 


"A lot of children are growing up in 


homes where one or both parents 
dnnk They think drinking is an adult 
thing to do," said acting Judge 
Delores Swift Bird She attributed 
most of the disorderly conduct cases 
she handles to drinking 


Former tnbal chairman Richard 


Wilson, who lost to Tnmble in a 
January election, credits his ad- 
ministration with 700 new homes, an 
increase in the tribe's land base 
through federal agreements and the 
three new industries 


"I can't see to this day what 


Wounded Knee did for Indian 
people," he said During the 1973 
siege, the American Indian Movement 
called for Wilson's removal saying he 
ran a government of corruption and 
terrorism 


Tnbal residents are reluctant to talk 


about politics because they don't want 
to be accused of taking sides Much of 
the violence since the 1973 occupation 
has been associated with feuds 
between the pro-AIM and the pro- 
Wilson factions 


Tnmble hopes to expand economic 


development He says too much 
money ends up in small towns just 
outside the reservation 


"Almost all of the development that 


has been planned has centered around 
Pine Ridge," he said 
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Federal Score Drops 
In Cases Decided Here 


The government's score in 


Wounded Knee cases decided in 
Lincoln late in 1974 and early 
1975 has dropped as d result of 
rulings by the 8th US Circuit 
Court of Appeals 


The government was able to 


win only eight convictions 
during the months en Lincoln 
The circuit court has since cut 
that total to four 


Three comictions, however 


were upheld by the court The 
cases were grouped together for 
hearing by d three-judge panel of 
the court 


The panel upheld the jurisdic 


tion of the U S District Court of 
Nebraska to try Allan Fairfax 
Cooper on a charge of assaulting 
a US postal inspector on the 
Pine Ridge Indian Reservation 
Cooper, an Indian had entered a 
plea of no contest before his 
trial, but questioned the jurisdic- 
tion of the court 


The conviction of Mark Joseph 


Fleury by US District Judge 
Warren K Urbom on a federal 
charge of second degree 
burglary was reversed because 
the appeals court ruled the state 
of Nebraska had jurisdiction 
because Fleury, a non-Indian 
had committed the crime against 
another non-Indian on the Pine 
Ridge Reservation 


Convictions of Fleury Colin 


Robin Wesaw Larry A Johns 
and Reginald Karl Dodge Jr on 
charges of conspiracy to obstruct 
law enforcement officers were 
also reversed by the appeals 
court 


The opinion said that despite 


the fact that the men "were 
anxious to get to Wounded Knee 
to associate themselves with 
other Indians in protesting 


governmental policies they con- 
sidered unjust 
we cannot 


from that infer that once at 
Wounded Knee they would 
knowingly interfere with 
federal marshals and FBI 
agents 


The four men had been 


arrested after shots were fired at 
a group of ranchers and Bureau 
of Indian Affairs officers near 
Wounded Knee 


Conviction of Bernard Bra\o 


Escarmlla on a charge of simple 
assault stemming from the 
armed capture of two ranchers 
outside Wounded Knee was af- 
firmed by the court 


Conviction of Manuel M 


Alvarado and Terr> Gene 
Williams on charges of fourth 
degrpe burglary was affirmed 
The two men had appealed on 
the grounds that the federal 
courts did not have jurisdiction 
that the government had failed 
to prove they were Indians and 
that there was insufficient proof 
to convict them 


They were charged with 


breaking into a house on the 
reservation 


The eighth case decided in 


Lincoln was that of Robert On 
co of Law ton Okla who was 
placed on one vears probation 
for possesing an unregistered 
firearm during the Wounded 
Knee incident

Turner asked Bellorn for the 
delay because, he said, more 
time was needed to obtain a 
ruling from the San Francisco 
court on an appeal of Bellom s 
March 30 ruling that suppressed 
all mention of dynamite during 
the trial 


US Atty Sidney Lezak told 


Bellom he would rather have the 
charges against the defendants 
dismissed than to go to trial 
without the alleged dynamite 
evidence 


The defendants are AIM 


leader Dennis Banks, 39, his 
wife Kamook, 20, Russ James 
Redner, 28, and Kenneth Moses 
Loud Hawk 21

Omaha Desegregation Plan 
Approved By Judge Schatz 
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Omaha (AP) - US District 


Court Judge Albert Sehatz ap- 
proved a desegregation plan for 
the Omaha School District 
Tuesday thdt one school official 
said was 95 to 98 per cent" of 
the plan originally submitted by 
the school board 


The plan incorporated modi- 


fications by the US Justice 
Department which will exempt 
first graders from mandatory 
busing and reassign about 9,300 
Omaha students 


The district is under orders of 


the 8th US Circuit Court of 
Appeals to fully integrate its 
schools by next fall The appeals 
court last June reversed a lower 
court ruling by Schatz that the 
school district did not inten- 
tionally pursue segregationist 
policies 


Gerald Laughlin, attorney for 


the Omaha School District, said 
because of the tune needed to 
seek an appeal, the plan handed 
down by Schatz probably would 
be the plan implemented by the 
school district 


Supt Owen Knutzen, who 


noted that about 95 per cent of 
the school district's plan was in- 
corporated into the approved 
plan, declined to say whether be 


favored appealing the decision 


In February, Schatz held a 


two-day hearing on objections to 
the district plan filed by 
plaintiff-intervenors to the de- 
segregation suit 


Yard Johnson, one of two Le- 


gal Aid Society attorneys who 
represented the 32 plaintiff-in- 
tervenors, said be will discuss 
the ruling with his clients prob- 
ably within the next two weeks 
He said he had no idea what ac- 
tion his clients would take, but 
be said Schatz's ruling was "no 
surprise " 


School Board President John 


Barnhart said he found the plan 
"acceptable" and said he could 
live with it 


Knutzen said the details of the 


plan should be worked out by 
early summer

against the busing " 


Some of these persons, he

woman who escaped Sunday 
night from the Deuel Courty Jail 
at Chappell were recaptured 
without incident early Tuesda>, 
officials reported 


Cheyenne County 
Sheriff 


Oren Cox said the three were in- 
itially spotted by Elvin Thies, a 
school bus driver from Potter 


The three were identified as 


Brent K Kegley, 19, Ports 
mouth, Ohio, Darrell E Ross, 
24, Akron, Ohio, and Carol J 
Stafford, 20 Deuel County Sher- 
iff Floyd Stahr said the Stafford 
woman gave San Jose, Calif, as 
her last residence, but added 
that she is apparently a native of 
Akron and her mother still ap- 
parently lives there 


Cox said the three tried to flag 


down Thies school bus but that 
Thies, who was aware that three 
persons had escaped from the 
jail in Chappell, didn't stop 


The bus is equipped with a 


radio, and Thies told authorities 
about the sighting on a county 


road about 10 miles west and 
five miles south of here 


The escapees then went to a 


nearby farm where they stole a 
pickup truck 


However, by the time the tno 


was driving away from toe farm, 
a state trooper was bearing 
down on them and they just 
stopped and gave up, said Cox

cold said Cox 


The three escaped when the 


Stafford woman overpowered a 
jailer Sunday night 


According to Stahr, the Staf- 


ford woman grabbed the arm of 
Elno Strong 62 as he was ban 
ding her a cigarette through her 
cell gate The woman twisted 
Strongs arm until he got his 
keys out and released her 


Stahr said the woman then 


locked Strong in her cell and 
released her two companions 


The three stole a handgun 


from the sheriffs office, then 
took Strong with them, making 
their get away in his car, which 


was parked outside the jail 


Near the tiny Cheyenne Coun- 


ty town of Brownson, the es- 
cape car ran off the road Strong 
said he feigned a broken foot and 
said he could not walk, so the 
tno left him and began heading 
west on foot 


That was the last heard from

Although the three had been 


described as being armed and 
dangerous 
the handgun stolen

Sbarron Wilken 


Nebraska City - Otoe County 


Atty Bill Davis sajd Tuesday the 
cause of death of Sharron 
Wilken. 30, has not been deter- 
mined, but that her husband 
Duane has been charged with 
second-degree murder. 


"There was a head wound, 


and 'we presume she was struck 
a blow m the head," Davis said. 
"But there may have been other 
things responsible for her 
death " 


The autopsy was complicated 


because the body was apparently 
burned in a trash pile at the 
Wilken home near Palmyra 
before being buried in a garden 
there. 


"They are r u n n i n g a 


microscopic analysis at this time 
to determine if she was struck 
before or after death," he said. 


Wilken is being held on $100,-

The 
couple's two young sons stayed 
with their father. 


The cafe was unexpectedly 


closed at midday on April 10, the 
alleged date of the slaying of 
Mrs. Wilken.

hospital before she quit her job. 
and Wilken left his as night 
foreman of The Journal-Star 
composing room to manage the 
cafe.

-ning opportunities based on

-and 
inefficient, antiquated 


^operations. Opponents of 
'reorganization want to keep 


local control.

12 To Choose From 


;• Voters in the eastern quarter 


of Nebraska will choose among 
12 candidates, including two in- 


, cumbents, vying for nominations 


to the November general elec- 


tion ballot. 


Eight will advance in the four 


nonpartisan races for unpaid, 
four-year terms governing the 
State Department of Education. 


In District 1, Lincolnites will 


choose between incumbent 
Prank E Landis, a 22-year board 
veteran, and challenger Delores 
G. (Dee) Everitt. 


Longtime Leader 


Landis, 62, of 3819 Van Dorn, 


is an attorney, a graduate of the 
University of Nebraska and NU 
Law College. Landis has 
provided the most consistently 
vocal leadership. Once, he even 
requested fellow mtmbers to 
offer business motions, because 
the minutes reflected that he 
was the only one doing so. 


Since the board and Education 


Department must rely on the 
state attorney general for legal 
counsel, board members as a 
rule turn to Landis for his opi- 
nion on pending business items. 
In effect, then, he has been unof- 
ficial board attorney as well as 
representative of a district. 


Landis, formerly board presi- 


dent, voted for the district 
reorganization order. 


Mrs. Everitt, 49, of 4325 


Meredith, is a housewife who 
attended NU for three years. She 
has been long active in 
legislative efforts for special 
education of handicapped and 
retarded citizens. She served on 
advisory boards of Region V Of- 
fice of Mental Retardation and 
Lancaster Office of Mental 
Retardation. 


A past Lincoln City PTA Coun- 


cil president, Mrs. Everitt has 
cited "the lack of ongoing 
progress in achieving quality 
education statewide as the 
primary concern for all 
citizens." 


Support Indicated 


That would indicate support 


for reorganization, since the con- 
cept is titled "Bicentennial 
Project Equality in Education." 
She also supports expanded state 
aid to education, and resolving 
leadership problems in 
vocational-rehabilitation ser- 
vices. 


In District 4 (southeast 


Nebraska), four candidates will 
spar to succeed Waldo, who is 
running for an NU Regents seat. 


Otto Kotouc Jr., 62, is a 


Humboldt banker and attorney 
with degrees from NU and Har- 
vard Law School. A former state 
senator, he has served since 1957 
on the State School District 
Reogranization Committee. He 
has held numerous professional 
and civic offices focusing on 


hospitals and youth. 


Donald H. Uenemann, 59, of 


Papilhon, is a life insurance un- 
derwriter. A Peru State College 
graduate, he is a past Papillkm 
Board of Education member, 
now sits on the Education! Ser- 
vice Unit 3 board, and has held 
various civic, agricultural and 
education offices. 


Farm Wife, Teacher 


Virginia L. Spangler, 47, of 


Murray, is a farm wife and sub- 
stitute teacher. She attended 
Iowa State University and was 
graduated from NU in 1973. Ac- 
tive in civic work, Mrs. Spangler 
is president of the Murray Board 
of Education and has been a 
member since 1973. 


Mrs. Gene Sadaj, 49, of 


Bellevue, is a high school 
graduate and teacher's aide. She 
has held offices and served on 
panels involving children's lear- 
ning disabilities, special educa- 
tion, school services and 
facihties, gifted children, PTA, 
reading, and civic youth groups. 


In the District 3 (northeast 


Nebraska) race, incumbent and

An exercise in following simple instruc- 


1 tions can produce confounding results. 


Some candidates in the May 11 election 


listed no income on their campaign finance 
reports filed with the secretary of state. 
But they showed expenses of then 
technically nonexistent money. 


Deduction: They forgot to mark personal 


out-of-pocket spending, most often the 
.'filing fee. 
' Others spiked dishonesty as an issue, 
Showing balances in the red from as little 
•as minus S3 to hundreds of dollars owed, 
^nd other future office-holders seem to 
Seed arithmetic lessons, since many 
Reports of receipts and spending don't tally. 


64,700 Donated 


But they are getting money. The unof- 


ficial total of campaign contributions to 
date — with 45 candidates not yet reporting 
- is almost $64,700. And that's only for 
major state office spending gambles to get 
to the November general election ballot. 


Bellwood Sen. Loran Schmit remains the 


biggest money magnet in his bid for re- 
election, showing $7,575 in donations. Lin- 
coln Sen. Steve Fowler rates second thus 
fan, with $5,686; that's $1,700 more than the 
combined contributions to his opponents. 


Ten candidates for legislative seats have 


rounded up between $1,000 and $2,000 
already, and three more have netted 
between $2,000 and $3,000. 


In the University of Nebraska Regents 


race, The Rev. Barrel Berg of Omaha is far 
outpacing other candidates' campaign 
chests with his reported $1.291 (including a 
$1.000 personal bank loan). Most regents 
contenders are spending little or nothing 
before the primary. 


23 Haven't Filed 


Apparently other candidates for the 


various offices are either too busy wooing 
voters or aren't taking their bids too 
seriously. Despite the first campaign 
finance filing deadline becoming history on 
Monday. 23 of 78 bidders for Unicameral 
seats had submitted no reports bv late 
Tuesday. 


Nor had four of 15 regents candidates, in- 


cluding incumbent chairman Kermit 
Wagner of Schuyler. Only half of the 12 
State Board of Education aspirants had 
filed, with incumbents Frank Landis of 
Lincoln and Walter Moller of Wayne not 
reporting. 'And four Public Service Com- 
mission reports were still missing from the 
field of 11. 


The Nebraska and Omaha Public Power 


District races also got about half response 
to the secretary of state's forms. 


Rupert Dunklau of Fremont filed 


Tuesday showing $2.645 in donations in a 
bid for E. Thome Johnson's Unicameral 
seat Contender Barry L. Reutzel reported 
$1.880 - $1,200 of it his own cash. Bellevue 
Sen. Frank Lewis, Education Committee 
chairman, reported $1,754 including $500 
from the teacher-supported Political Ac- 
tion Committee for Education. 


Other new Legislature candidate reports 


listed small donation totals, from $10 to 
about $500, plus some "things of value." 
Omaha Sen. Ernest Chambers listed get- 
ting 300 bumper stickers from the AFL- 
CIO; he also has a $135 election fund.

talking agriculture in Omaha and

Dyas said, Zorinsky tends to 
' shoot from the hip" and deal 
with issues "at the slogan level ' 


So far, Dyas said, he has not 


heard Zonnsky "address himself 
in any organized way to the 
problems of agriculture, un- 
employment, inflation, educa- 
tion or foreign policy " 


Dyas said he tries to "get my 


views out in front of people so 
they can have at it" His views 
are sometimes modified by such

To Your Good Health: 
Gelatin Won't Harden Nails; Peanut Butter Won't increase Bust

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am a 13- 


year-old girl. A teacher in charm 
school told us that if you eat un- 
flavored gelatin your fingernails 
will become harder. She also 
told us that if you eat a teaspoon 
of peanut butter a day your bust 
will develop. Can you tell me if 
these things are true? — E. 


Neither is true. The gelatin 


idea has been around for some 
time now. Adequate protein in- 
take is important for both nails 
and hair health. The gelatin con- 
tains some protein, but so do'a 
lot of other common foods in 
non-gelatin form.. The substance

is more important than the 
form. 


The same goes for the peanut 


butter idea. Not true at all. 
Peanut butter provides calories 
and thjs can cause weight gain, 
and some of that weight gam can 
be in the bust area. But, again, 
there is no magic in the peanut 
butter. Most other foods contain 
their share of proteins, too. By 
eating a nutritious diet your bust 
should increase naturally 
throughout your adolescence. 


There are a tot of these screw- 


ball notions always making the 
rounds. Some represent inno- 
cent misunderstandings of bow 
the body "works." Others are 


fostered by folks trying to 
capitalize on gullibility. I am 
constantly getting mail from 
readers asking, for instance, If 
vinegar can make you "lose 
weight." Look at this for a mo- 
ment. A. vinegar salad dressing is 
obviously less fattening than, 
say, an oil dressing. But it is not 
.logical to say, therefore, that 
vinegar will "make" you lose 
weight. It is always wise to take 
such things as miracle food 
claims with a grain of salt. 


As for your immediate 


"problem," give your bust its 
natural opportunity to develop. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can 


athlete's foot be cored? About 
.eight years ago I went to a public 
pool and came away with it. I 
have been to a dermatologist and 
still have the problem. Please 
tell me how I can get rid of this 
itch that is driving me crazy at 
night. - Mr. W.S. 


You must be a patient in- 


dividual to have suffered with 
this for eight years. 


It is caused by an identifiable 


fungus, which needs only a 
friendly, moist environment in 
order to set up biological 
housekeeping. Other infections 
can mimic athlete's food, and 


only a careful scraping of the 
area and microscopic examina- 
tion will identify it definitely. 
Otherwise you may be chasing 
the wrong culprit. 


Treatment is relatively simple, 


and usually effective Burow's 
solution for warm soaks is an 
effecfve method of treatment, 
as is a bath in a potassium per- 
manganate solution. I don't 
recommend boric acid because 
this can be toxic, especially 
where the skin is broken.

While the exact cause of peptic 


ulcer is hot clear, it is definitely 
related to excess stomach juice 
and acid production. And, of 
course, -we know that tense, 
aggressive types are prime can- 
didates. I don't think there's a 
need to go into all of that, 


Current feeling is that diet is 


not a great factor, although 


alcohol, coffee, tea and smoking 
can be factors in its recurrence 


Now, as to your problem in 


conquering your specific*ulcer. 
an ulcer takes six to eight weeks 
to .heal.- Bland and frequent 
feedings are used in the early 
days of treatment of acute, pain- 
ful ulcers. Beyond that it is 
thought that a person can eat 
whatever does not distress him. 
Highly-spiced foods should be 
permanent no-no's, however. 
Antacids, such as the brand you 
are using, should be continued 
for the full six-tc-eight week 
period. 


I'll bet you have been letting 


down on ywr treatment 


schedule too soon, perhaps as 
soon as your symptoms subside. 
You may need a mild sedative or 
tranquilizer to combat tension in 
this period Given ample tune, 
most ulcers heal, leaving a scar 
Intractable ulcers 6r those with 
complications (bleeding or per- 
foiation of stomach lining) may 
require surgery.

Welfare Work: Offering Sympathetic Ear 


The two women entered the old house and 


walked up the tunnel-like staircase to the neat, 
starkly furnished apartment. 


Five-year-old Jan Clark was locked in her 


stand-up table — a device to help strengthen leg 
and back muscles weakened by cerebral palsy. 


A wind-up toy played 'Twinkle, Twinkle Little 


Star." 


The women and the child's mother Colleen 


Jacobs sat down and talked like old friends. They 
discussed the past.. . and the future. 


While they talked, visitor Julie Anderson 


brushed Jan's hair, continually reminding her to 
keep her hands out of her mouth. 


Ms. Anderson has spent months working with 


the mother and daughter helping them in 
budgeting, nutrition, grooming, working with the 
child to help overcome her handicap. 


Welfare Workers 


The visitors are welfare workers — one in 


social services, the other a welfare homemaker. 


Paula Bennett, the social services case 


manager, spends much of her time climbing 
narrow staircases ... to her fourth floor office in 
Trabert Hall and to the apartments and homes of 
the people she visits. 


Her job is to talk with people who have 


problems, to help them resolve those problems 
with a little assistance, if necessary. 


More of her time — too much, Mrs. Bennett 


says — 'is spent in a tiny cubicle of an office. 


There, she is surrounded by paperwork, plants 


and more paperwork. Her calendar is splotched 
with notes and appointments,; her bulletin board a 
mass of memos, babysitter pay scales, contacts, 
referrals. 


Forms To Fill Out 


Her office time is spent filling out DSSls, 6s, 3s, 


3As, DA15s, LCDPW7s. Mountains of paper forms 
that put people on welfare, take them off welfare, 
give them more money, give them'less money, es- 
tablish goals for clients, give them more services, 


give them fewer services, authorize payment for 
services. 


The caseworker is the main link between the 


faceless filing cabinets and the welfare recipient. 
There are about 5,300 total cases in the Lancaster 
County Welfare Department, almost 1,500 of them 
in the social services division. Mrs. Bennett has 
nearly 200 of the 1,500. 


Social services include day care for children 


and adults, foster care, home delivered meals, 
protective services, transportation, choreworkers, 
homemakers, information and referral as well as 
services for the cerebral palsied and mentally 
retarded. Mrs. Bennett also works with the aged, 
blind, disabled. 


A manual nearly three inches thick helps her 


do he job. It tells her how to fill out forms and ask 
questions. It doesn't tell her how to solve special 
problems of individual cases. 


'A Friend First' 


"You have to be a friend first," Mrs. Bennett 


said. "You can't fight against them, you have to 
fight with them." 


For an hour she engaged in a brainstorming 


session with other welfare employes. They were 
trying to find a way to help an elderly couple 
months behind on their house payment and being 
threatened with eviction. They managed their 
money poorly; by the 10th of the month, all money 
was gone. 


"I don't know how" people get into these 


situations, she confided. "I've never been able to 
figure that out. 


Drawing The Line 


"It's hard to decide where to draw the line," 


Mrs. Bennett said. "You see the problem. You see 
the solution. But they're human beings. They have 
a right to do what they want to do the way they 
want to do it.

"It just wouldn't be right to force a solution on 


them." 


She and her co-workers strived to find the best 


solution to the individual case. 


They could have established a firm budget for 


the couple, omitting frequent bingo outings. They 
have to have something," Mrs. Bennett objected. 


They could have assigned someone to handle 


their money, pay the bills, dole out an allowance. 
But there is human dignity, ego involved, she 
objected. 


"Sometimes the answer just isn't there," Mrs. 


Bennett admitted. 


She tries to see life, problems, experiences 


through her clients' eyes. She empathizes. Most im- 
portant, she listens. 


Learning To Listen 


"You have to learn how to listen and you have 


to really listen," Mrs. Bennett said. 


The elderly, disabled woman sat in her most 


comfortable chair, surrounded by treasures of her 
past. 


She said she needed someone to help keep her 


tiny but crowded apartment clean. More than that 
was an unspoken need: She needed someone to 
listen. 


She chatted as if to a long lost friend. "What 


am I going to do when I get real old? Who's going 
to come to see me?" 


Mrs. 
Bennett listened sympathetically, then 


picked up the hint She suggested the woman enroll 
in Telecare, a daily telephone contact project LIFE 
(Lincoln Information Service for the Elderly). Her 
role isn't confined to welfare services; she links 
clients up with other helping agencies and services. 


Everybody Needs Help 


Her job hasn't colored her outlook. While the 


tendency is to sometimes think the whole world's 
on welfare, Mrs. Bennett's philosophy is: 
"Sometimes I get the feeling that everybody in the 
world needs help at one time or another. 


"That's what we're here for... to help people 


over the humps." 


"I think most people want to make it on their 


own," she said. 


For example, she said, "Most on (subsidized) 


child care are good, hard working people who need 
our services — temporarily. The most typical child 
care case: a young mother with at least high school 
education who has recently been divorced or 
separated. She has always stayed home "... and 
all of a sudden, bam! She has to go out and work. 
She needs us to pay her child care until she gets 
enough money to make it on her own." 


Generally, Mrs. Bennett takes her work in 


stride. Rarely do individual cases bother her. 


"It's interesting work, good work," she said.

"They still call and ask for Mrs. Salem," he 


said, noting that there seems to be some feeling 
that there ought to be a woman in the household. 


Problem No Greater 


Neither he nor Snuttjer felt that it is any- 


more of a problem for a father to raise children 
alone than it is for a single mother. 


. Pointing out the rewards of being a single 


parent Jerry Shannon said that "it makes it 
worth while when you get comments like, 'That 
was really a good dinner, Dad,' or 'Gee, you're 
nice to be around 


Doug Kuhnel said he also has quarrels with 


the schools because they assume that the mother 
is the mam parent 


Left Off Forms 


He said even though his former wife has 


custody of his children, there is no place on the 
school forms for the name of the other parent and 


no provision to get information out to the other 
parent — even if he lives only a few blocks away 
from his children. 


Parent-Teacher Associations also use the 


double standard, according to Snuttjer. He said 
he attended a few meetings which are 
predominantly made up of women. Although he 
paid his membership, he was not contacted and 
apparently not accepted because he wasn't a 
mother, he added. 


He also said his daughter dropped out of 4-H 


because discussions in the group centered around 
having "mother help you with the project." 
Noting that he was just as able to help the child 
with projects as a woman, he said apparently 
such a practice is not accepted. 


The fifth member of the panel, the Rev. Bob 


Call, said he is probably an unusual single father 
in that he has been a divorcee for six years and is 
also a Methodist minister. "There are 11 of us 
(divorced Methodist ministers) in Nebraska." 


Rarely Sees Her 


The major problem for him as a single father, 


he said, is that his daughter lives with her mother 
in Kansas City and he rarely sees the child. 


Being a divorced minister and father was a 


"detriment" at first, the Rev. Mr. Call said, but it 
has become an asset because much of his 
counseling is with divorced people to whom he 
can relate with some experience. 


All five single fathers agreed that being a 


single father forces one to live your life a little bit 
differently, and when a single father has custody 
of his children "you make adjustments because 
you have no one else to rely on."

County Challenges State Bureaucracy Over Curtains 


It's curtains for the curtains, according to the 


Lancaster County Board. 


The commissioners finally decided to take a 


stand against the picky rules of higher 
bureaucracy Tuesday morning when they 
authorized Lancaster Manor Director Jerry Gib- 
son to "tactfully challenge" a regulation 
requiring fireproof curtains or screens between 
the beds in a double room at a nursing home. 


The rule is really only an interpretation of a 


broad federal regulation which says resident 
living areas must be "designed for the comfort 
and privacy of the resident," Gibson explained. 


The State Welfare Department dreamed up 


the interpretation and the State Health Depart- 


ment has decided to enforce it, Gibson said 


Curtains Said Unnecessary 


The manor's double rooms, all with win- 


dowless doors, do allow for privacy, and curtains 
in every room are simply not necessary, Gibson 
told the board. 


In addition hanging curtains between beds 


could mean that extra lights, air vents and 
sprinkling system heads also would have to be 
moved, Gibson said. 


The administrative decision this year is that a 


straight curtain dividing the room will be suf- 
ficient. But that could change and next year a 
curved-track curtain going around each bed might 
be the new rule of the day, Gibson said. 


Commissioner Jan Gauger suggested a com- 


romise — 10 to 15 portable screens for those 
patients who want them. 


No Compromise Allowed 


But the bureaucratic rules do not allow for 


compromise, Gibson said. 


"I don't think we should give in to it, just 


because someone wrote it down on paper," said 
Chairman Bruce Hamilton. 


This is not the first time federal and state 


rules have irritated the board. 


Commissioner Bob Colin broght up the con- 


flicting and ever-changing state requirements for 
Westview and likened that problem to Lancaster 
Manor. 


"I've never dealt with anybody in my We 


who talked out of both sides of his mouth like the 
state agencies do," Colin said. 


Colin Raps Rules 


"I think they (state and federal bureaucrats) 


stay awake nights thinking of things for us to do," 
said Colin. 


Deputy county attorney Mike Heavican said 


he agreed with a private attorney's basic argu- 
ment that the State Health Department does not 
have the administrative authority to force com- 
pliance of an interpretation. 


And any decision on this question of whether 


an administrative interpretation is binding will 
set a precedent, Gibson said.

Omaha (AP) — The produc-

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Newer Used Cars 
Usually Reliable

New York - Because of the 


high price of new cars, many 
families who used to buy n?w 
autos now shop the used-car Ink- 
Oirs that are two to three years 
did are generally reliable enough 
to serve as a -family's main 
means of transportation. 


The repair bills for a used car 


are higher than on a new one. 
But the initial cost is so much 
less that you're well ahead of the 


• game by buying a quality used 
car and spending whatever is 
necessary to put it in top running 
order. 


One of the first things people 


look for in a used car is how 
many miles it has gone. But 
don't count on the odometers 
being accurate. Mileage is still 
widely tampered with, despite a 
law making it a federal offense. 


The best you can do is to see if 


the condition of the car agrees 
with the apparent mileage. If the 
brake pedal is badly worn (or 
brand new), or there's heavy 
wear on the seats, steering wheel 
and other controls, it means the 
car has gone a lot of miles. 


Perhaps the best place to buy 


a used car is from a new-car 
dealer who has a small used-car 
lot out back. When customers 
trade in their cars, he typically 
keeps the ones in the best condi- 
tion for resale. The older cars, 
and lemons, are wholesaled to 


- used-car lots. If you're lucky, 


you'll get a car that has been 
maintained right* there in the 
dealer's shop, so the mechanic 
knows its history. 


The dealer may also give you 


the owner's name, so you can 
discuss with him the car's 
strengths and weaknesses. These' 
cars aren't cheap, but should be 
reliable. 


Mixed Bag 


Cars sold by used-car dealers 


are more of a mixed bag — some 
cream puffs and some that are 
rotten inside. As with anything 
else, you get what you pay for. A 
$600 car will give you a lot more 
trouble than a $2,000 car. But if 
all you want is wheels for local 
errands, or something for a 
teenager to cut his tinkering 
teeth on, a $600 car might fill the 
bill. 


You have to expect mat a 


cheap car will be laid .up quite a 
bit. Including repair bills, it 
might cost you toe same per 
mile as a more expensive used 
car. 
- New-car dealers sometimes 
give better warranties than 
available at a used-car lot, es- 
pecially if they know the history 
of the car. And a dealership 


often has better repair facilities, 
which improves your chance of 
getting good warranty repairs. 
But whenever you buy a car," be 
sure to read the warranty before 
putting down money. If it 
promises less than the salesman 
implied, he might write in better 
terms in order to close the deal. 
Once you've bought the car, the 
written warranty prevails, no 
matter what was promised ver- 
bally. 


Many used-car warranties are 


so mealy-mouthed that virtually 
all of the main parts are 
exempted from the so-called 
"30may guarantee." (The jjew 
truth-in-warranties law applies 
only to items made after July 4, 
1975, so most used-cars still 
aren't covered.) Dealers usually 
have several different warranties 
in their pockets, giving the 
better terms to the better cars. 


Worst Cars 


The worst cars sell "as is." 


with no promise as to how well 
they will work. In some states, 
however, you can get your 
money back if a car bought "as 
is" is so broken down you can't 
move it off the lot." 


To get the most" for your • 


money, find a car with as few • 
accessories as possible. A spar- 
tan $2,000 sedan is a better value 
than a $2,000 car with air con- 
ditioning, electric windows and a 
vinyl roof. Given the same price, 
a newer car is generally a better 
value than the older one. And 
beware of unusually sporty cars 
— they may have had a hard life. 


Always take the car out for a 


drive over a route you've pre= 
planned, covering rough and 
smooth roads, hills freeways 
and town traffic. Note any 
strange noises, peculiarities in 
fhe exhaust fumes, and 
problems with handling. Then 
have the car checked by your 
own mechanic, giving special 
attention to problems you 
noticed on the drive. 


A good used-car deala.will 


arrange to get the car to a 
mechanic yon specify. The in- 
spection may cost you $25 to $40, 
.but if it keeps you from buying a 
lemon, it will be the most 
worthwhile mechanic's bill you 
ever paid.

200 Employes Willing

Delaware Firm Is Sued 
For $575,000 By NPPD 


The Nebraska Public Power 


District (NPPD) sued a 
Delaware corporation for $375.- 
000 Monday, claiming it 
provided defective equipment 
for Brownville's Cooper Nuclear 
Station. 


The US. District Court suit 


says NPPD contracted with 
Berg-Warner Corp. in 1968 for 
four circulating water pumps 


and three condensate pumps. 
None of them worked, it claims. 


NPPD was forced to repair 


and replace the pumps as weD as 
equipment damaged by them, 
the suit says. In addition. NPPD 
lost revenue while stopping to 
make repairs, it contends. 


NPPD says it suffered J575,-

so our choice of time slots was severely restricted," Hawkins said 
Nighttime programming is not available, a weekday game is unad- 
visable and Jan 2, a Sunday, would be antickmatic after the New 
Year's Day games, we fed " 


Hawkins admitted it was the feeling of CBS that a Christmas 


afternoon game has tremendous viewing potential for a national 
audience, especially in toe heavily populated Eastern markets 
where the game would be aired close to prime time.

Motorcycles, railroads, and the student's 


perspective confronted members of the 
Lincoln Board of Education Tuesday night 
during a meeting at the recently completed 
Ruth Hill Elementary School. 


Petitions representing two factions of 


Salt Valley View residents were presented 
to the board. One group seeks approval to 
use school land for motorcycles and 
mimbikes; the other opposes that plan. 


The residents for the plan said the land is 


presently being used without permission 
and noted the city lacks facilities for each 
motoring activity. 


The opposition said many area children 


play in the lot and they would be in danger 
with the cycles in the area. Salt Valley 


7 View is south of Lincoln near U.S. 77 and 
» Saltillo Road, an area adjacent to open 
* farmland. 
' 
Supt. John Prasch said illegal use of 


* school land is a recurrent problem and 
* asked the board's legal advisor. Ed Perry, 


for comments. 


Perry said the school district would be 


held liable for any injuries based on in- 
adequacies in design, construction, 
maintenance or supervision of the area and 
advised against granting approval. 


Prasch said the board is plagued with 


complaints of model airplane enthusiasts, 
golfers, and even gardeners illegally using 
school lands. The garden plot has been 
noticed near Hawthorne School, 300 S. 
48th, and "is probably on school land." he 
said.

IB Discussion of the railroads came up 


when Prasch explained proposed track 


relocations planned by the Railroad 
Transportation Safety District (RTSD), to 
be discussed at a public hearing Thursday 
night 


He said the board has been asked to issue 


a statement on the matter, and outlined the 
problems faced by the schools under the 
current location of tracks. 


A dismissal time at Park School, 714 F, 


coincides with the passage of an afternoon 
freight tram, Praa'h said, and definitely in- 
volves the safety of students. The noise is a 
problem teachers and students have 
learned to cope with, he said, but the 
matter of safety is of grave concern to the 
entire district. 


Roper noted that a derailment last year 


near Maude Rousseau 'School could have 
resulted in tragedy had it been 100 yards 
closer to the school. He urged Prasch "write 
a letter to the RTSD favoring the move- 
ment of tracks to a location that would be 
"not adjacent to any of our schools." 


A motion on that idea earned unanimous 


support with a sidenote from Prasch that 
' Safe passage for students (such as a 
pedestrian overpass) would be the only 
acceptable alternative " 


Board member Pearl Goldenstein 


expressed sympathy for the residents of the 
South Salt Creek community, who, she 
noted, are struggling to have the tracks 
completely removed from their area. 


The student's perspective came during 


an audience with about 12 members of the 
Superintendent's Student Advisory Com- 
mittee, a group from the four high schools 
and the Lincoln Learning Center. 


The group's activities ranged from 
a 


BYOB (Bring Your Own Broom) cleanup 
party at Lincoln High, to a Foosball tourna- 
ment at East High. Much discussion 
centered around the schools' open campus 
lunch hour policy which the committee 
recommended the board continue. The 
board later voted to do so for at least one 
more year. 


Board member Williamette Shafer asked 


the students what they felt their greatest 
learning deficiency had been in high 
school, and the group replied, almost un- 
animously, English. 


Lincoln High student Debbie Martels 


said questions of grammar on college en- 
trance and scholastic achievement tests 
seemed to throw many students a real 
curve. Students are supposed to get all of 
that stuff in grade school, she noted, ad- 
ding, "When you're a senior, it's 
sometimes too late." 


Several new projects were outlined by 


the group, including a survey which 
reiterated the English problem again and 
positive peer counseling, a pilot program at 
Lincoln East which has been given the nod 
for another year. 


"Students will seek out other students 


with their problems," Kathleen Dinsmore, 
East-High, said, "often before they'll go to 
a teacher or counselor." The project is 
geared toward making those student con- 
tacts useful. 


Prasch noted enrollment in the elemen- 


tary schools for next year is expected to 
show a slight decline, probably about the 
same percentage experienced this year. 


The peak class, some 700 more than is 


expected to move through the system this 
year, is now in the seventh grade, making 
the secondary a little fuller than in the 
past. 


A preliminary staffing report for 


professional staff in the buildings which 
shows an overall increase of six persons, 
was given to the board for study. 


A light moment in the meeting came 


when Prasch gave the board a letter from 
Blair Dewey, the daughter of board 
member Tom Dewey, asking that the new 
swimming pool in the Meadowlane area, 
the subject of a recent naming controversy, 
be named after her dad. Prasch gave 
Dewey a framed copy of the letter.

Commission on Tuesday gave its 
approval to a proposed power 
plant near Wheatland, elimi- 
nating another hurdle for the 1,- 
500 megawatt facility.

cessity for the plant, the regu- 
latory agency voted to require 
periodic reports on progress 
made by the plant's backers in 


obtaining water and fuel 
nuts as well as financing. 


While the PSC must still meet 


to agree on the formal wording 
of its approval spelling out its 
conclusions of law, the com 
m i rs i o n approval will stand, 
a spokesman said. 


The Missouri Basin Power 


Prorect (MBPP), 
which is 


backing the $1.4 billion facility, 
still must receive approval from 
several state and federal agen- 


cies before construction can 
begin. 


The PSC, among other issues 


it decided with little discussion, 
said the MBPP can get needed 
financing for the plant and 
manage construction and opera- 
tion of the facility. 


It also voted the MBPP had 


shown there is a public need for 
the plant and that it can obtain 
necessary water and fuel per- 
mits. 


The MBPP is made up "of 


utilities serving parts of Wyom- 
ing, Colorado, Nebraska, the 
Dakotas, Minnesota and Mon- 
tana.

The flag corps for the University of 


Nebraska-Lincoln band can no longer limit 
membership to women only Tryouts must 
be open to both sexes 


The Tassles (the women's spirit group) 


dnd the Com Cobs (men's spirit club) can 
no longer limit membership by sex 


Also, a question on the marriage status of 


students will be removed from university 
admission application forms, and all 
bulletins will carry a statement that the un- 
iversity does not discriminate on the basis 
of sex 


These changes were mandated by the 


1972 Title IX amendment which outlawed 
sex discrimination in schools receiving 
federal money of any form 


While many of the major changes, par- 


ticularly those affecting athletic programs, 
were started soon after the amendment 
became effective in 1975, other minor m- 
i factions were not discovered until a recent 
self-evaluation study 


The self-evaluation process, started in 


late February, is now almost complete 
with a foot-tall stack of reports on file in 
the Love Library archives 


University students, staff and faculty will

have a chance to make comments or add to 
the report during six hearings scheduled 
this week, said Dr Ron Gierhan, assistant 
to the uce chancellor for student affairs, 
who coordinated the self evaluation 
project 


Dr Gierhan also welcomes written com- 


ments from those who can't attend the 
hearings 


The evaluations, compiled primarily by 


school deans and department chairmen, 
found only minor deviations from the Title 
IX guidelines. Dr. Gierhan said. 


For example, the Varsity Men's Glee 


Club and the Women's Chorus, traditional- 
ly open to only one sex each, violate the Ti- 
tle IX requirements. 


The singing groups cannot limit 


membership to one sex, but can have voice 
range criteria for membership, Dr. 
Gierhan explained. 


Therefore a coed with a tenor range 


could possibly qualify for the Men's Glee 
Club, he said 


Under Title IX guidelines, an 


organizational name and main emphasis 
may be on one sex, but the membership 
cannot be limited to that sex. 


This includes student professional 


societies, the honor societies like Mortar 
Board and Innocents, but not social frater- 


nities and sororities. 


Any student organization that wants to 


maintain sexual exclusiveness must 
separate completely from the university, 
Dr Gierhan explained. Or federal funds 
coming to the school, including student 
grants and loans, could be jeopardized 


And so far, all student groups have opted 


for open membership, he said. 


While the evaluation process unearthed 


no substantial problems, it made ad- 
ministrators aware of the Title IX 
requirements and "hopefully raised the 
consciousness of some people," said Dr. 
Gierhan. 


Discrimination, particularly in employ- 


ment and salary areas, had already been 
amply documented, said Dr. Gierhan, who 
feels he was asked to coordinate the 
project not just because of his ad- 
ministrative qualifications but because "I 
had an interest in that area." 


The reports, from more than 30 areas, 


not only describe any possible violations of 
Title IX, but also explain how the problems 
will be corrected
